the provincial government 
to-day. 

Premier Pattullo announced the 
appointment of Mr. Justice M. A. 
Macdonald of the Appeal Court of 
Britlah Columbia as commissioner to 

be one of the moat important inchis- 
trial Inquiries ever held here and 
will oover price spreads, profits and 
costs of all kinds. 

The products under scrutiny will 
be coal gasoline, fuel oil. lubricating 
oil. kerosene and other petroleum 
products used for fuel, lighting or 
operation of internal oombustlon en¬ 
gines. 

In addition to gathering the data 
on these matters. It will look Into 
the comparative economic value of 
coal and petroleum products, value 
of developing the industries and 
whether prices charged are unjust 
or unreasonable 

The Investigation was prompted by 
the government’s desire to discover 
the full facta of the fuel industry 
and has been under consideration for 
several weeks. 

"When w e have the full facts before 
us In the commissioner s report we 
will be able to deal with the situation," 
said Premier Pattullo. 

A special meeting of tbs cabinet 
wag held to-day to complete the plana 
for the commission. Hon. Oeorge 8. 
Pearaon, Minister of Mines, who Is 
one of the foremost advocates for the 
inquiry, was absent on other official 
business, but had previously gone 
Into It very thoroughly.

(■ Gmut tlfne of British Colum¬ 
bia mineral production this year 
will show an Increase of 28-4 per 
cent over 1933. Gold will hit an 
all-time high value of nearly 
810^80,000, a 50 per cent Increase. 
Silver Is up 58.4 per cent In grots 
value. Lead output will show a 
I 28 per cent Increase In gross value 
I with an all-time high In produc¬ 
tion volume. Zinc will be up 22 
per cent In gross value. 

The** are highlights of a state¬ 
ment given out to-day by Hon. 
George 8. Pearson, Minister of 
Mines, showing the estimated pro¬ 
duction for the year 1934, based 
on figures for ten months. 

The estimated gross value of the 
entire mineral production of the pro¬ 
vince for the year is 841.883.150, an 
increase of 994100,478. or 28-4 per cent 
over 1933. 

This la very close to the average 
production of 943.570,610 over the last 
twenty-year period of rapidly chang¬ 
ing conditions. The 1914 low of 926.- 
388325 In this period waa nearly 
reached in 1921 and again In 1932. 
The peak year came In 1929, with a 
value of 968345.443. 

Though the value of this year's 
production Is far from the 1929 peak, 
record volume production Is indi¬ 
cated for several metals.

Pine Trees Discarded by 
Navy Pointed to as News¬ 
print Source 

Savannah. Ga. Nov 38. — The 
dreams of rlchnees in the forest re¬ 
sources of the United States south 
more than come true in a govern¬ 
ment report Just received here. The 
report indicates, according to paper 
experts here, that there is enough 
pulp wood in the discarded pines of the 
naval stores Industry In southeast 
Georgia alone to supply two-thirds 
of the annual newsprint needs of the 
United Ststee. 

The report was made by the south¬ 
ern forest survey staff, under charge 
of Regional Director I. F. Eldredge of 
the Southern Forest Experiment Sta¬ 
tion. New Orleans. It covers the 
supply of pulpwood in unit number 
one. which embrace# thirty-five coun¬ 
ties of Oeorgla. 

This la part of a national survey 
authorised by Congress. The report 
states indications are for 29.703.000 
cords of pulpwood from pine in unit 
number one and 15.283.000 cords of 
pulping hardwood. 

Believing naval stores will continue 
to lay first claim to thoee trees pro¬ 
ducing turpentine, the survey esti¬ 
mates the amount of pulpwood left 
In these trees for commercial use 
after they have been worked out for

Well, Mr. Fox tails me that he has 
been counting for some years now, 
and he Is certain that the total this 
November will be at least 10 per cent, 
and possibly 12 or IS per cent, higher 
than the total st this time last year. 
If this Increase In movie attendance 
and gum consumption Isn’t evldenoe 
of returning prosperity, says Mr. Fox. 
what is? 

Indted. yes, what Is? Victoria Is 
fortunate In having such an able and 
auch an Indefatigable statistician.

The report Mibmitted by this group i, one of the 
most important document, offered the American people 
in recent year,. It Mate, bluntly that the want, of 
every citizen could have been met without the 
neceuity for capacity production. In other word,, what 
some have long suspected i, proved to be true—there 
i, no physical reason why anybody in Canada and 
the United State, should lack for anything. 

In the banner year of 1929, for instance, the 
United States produced food worth nearly $27,* 
000.000,000. But because fifty-nine per cent of the 
families got along on incomes of lew than $2,000 
a year, they were forced to consume diet, containing 
too little meat If $3,000,000,000 more of food 
product, had been produced, every family could have 
had a proper diet. 

In 1929, alio, the United States people bought 
29.000.000 men’s suits, 173.000.000 dresses, 
9,270,000 men’s coats and 614,000,000 pairs of 
women’s stockings. But the clothing industry was 
capable of producing between two and three times 
as much in each of these groups; every citizen could 
have had plenty of decent, well-fitting clothing with¬ 
out calling on the industry for capacity production. 

If all the unemployed doctors and nurses in the 
adjoining country had been put to work, every person 
in the United States could have had perfect medical 
treatment for forty-two dollars a year. If the build¬ 
ing industry worked at capacity, every family in 
America could be occupying a pleasant, up-to-date 
home inside of ten years. 

The transportation system could be expanded 
enormously and run profitably; the American people 
could easily spend $12,000,000,000 a year on edu¬ 
cation, instead of approximately $3,725,000,000,

Municipal authorities in British 
Columbia are struggling with heavy 
social service charges which they claim 
the government# should meet. Inti¬ 
mation haa been given to them that 
they can hope for little relief until 
the larger issues between the Dom¬ 
inion and province afe settled. 

It is made quits clear at the Par¬ 
liament Buildings that until tbe pro¬ 
vincial house la cleaned up, the 
municipalities may not expect s com¬ 
plete new deal In their relationship# 
with tbe province. At the same 
time, the highest authorities in the 
government admit they are aa fully 
aware of the municipal difficulties oa 
of their own. 

On the other front, clvla leaders 
have been urging for three years that 
unemployment relief should be solely 
a federal responsibility and undoubt¬ 
edly this would be in the limelight 
when constitutional changes are con¬ 
sidered. 

Failure of tbe fall conference Vo 
meet haa thrown the Issue directly 
into the federal campaign, according 
to political views here. 

One of the first things a new Lib¬ 
eral administration at Oita arm would 
do would be to seek for Canada tbe 
light to amend It# own conaltutlon. 
thla opinion says. 

Then the way would be clear for 
thorough dlscuaelon of needed 
changes between Dominion and pro¬ 
vince spokesmen. Objections raised 
In Quebec or other single provinces 
to opening the act could be dealt 
with by making special reservations 
protecting minority rights. 

Until these things develop. British 
Columbia is watching with keen in¬ 
terest the growing public opinion be¬ 
hind the move for a change.
